Embargo Was Put on 
Information About 
East St, Louis Hood- 
lum Being Passed to 
Investigators.

WASHINGTON, March 23— 
The Department of Justice 
balked at furnishing the Mc- 
Clellan Senate investigating 
committee with information 
about Frank (Buster) Wortman, 
East St. Louis hoodlum, when 
Wortman was a committee wit- 
ness last year, the Post-Dis- 
patch was told today, 

Wortman and Sam Magin, 
one of his top lieutenants, were 
witnesses before the commit- 
tee last July under subpena. 
Investigators on the McClellan 
staff attempted to obtain in- 
formation about the witnesses 
from the Justice Department 
prior to their appearance on 
the stana. 

In this connection, assistance 
from the offices of the United 
States attorneys in St. Louis 
and East St. Louis was re- 
quested by the committee. The 
Justice Department, which has 
several divisions devoted to ob- 
taining information about or- 
ganized crime and racketeers, 
placed an immediate embargo 
on information being passed to 
the Senate investigators. 

Invoked Fifth Amendment. 


Wortman appeared before 
the committee with his attor-

ney, Morris A. Shenker, at his 
side. He invoked the Fifth 
Amendment protection against 
possible self-incrimination in 
response to more than 200 
questions. Magin declined to 
answer 25 questions on similar 
grounds. The committee 
learned nothing from the pair. 

Federal officials have held 
here without action since last 
May results of an investigation 
or reported violations of Fed- 
eral wagering and alcohol tax 
regulations by Wortman. Evi- 
dence is sufficient for convic- 
tion, some officials asserted. 
The maximum penalty on con- 
viction is 12 years in prison 
and fines totaling $20,000, offi- 
cials said. 

Meanwhile, Justice Depart- 
ment officers apparently have 
decided to drop an income tax 
case against Wortman. If there 
js no change in the decision, 
which was told in the Post- 
Dispatch yesterday, it will be 
the second time that Wortman 
has escaped prosecution fol- 
lowing an all-out investigation 
of his income tax practices. 


First Investigation. 


The original income tax in- 
vestigation of Wortman started 
in 1952 and dealt with his in- 
come in the years 1949 through 
1951, the Post-Dispatch learned. 
The inquiry was spurred, as 
were many others at the time, 
by the spectacular results of 
the Kefauver hearings in 
1950-51. 

Searching through Wort- 
man’s tangled affairs, before 
he adopted a cash method of 
doing business, investigators 
were reported to have devol- 
oped a strong case against the 
East St. Louis hoodlum. Ap- 
proval of Washington authori- 
ties and of the Chicago re- 
gional office of the Internal 
Revenue Service was required. 

Top officials of Internal Rev- 
enue Service, in 1954, decided 
not to prosecute however. They 
said they had insufficient man- 
power to carry out additional 
investigation and prosecution.

WASHINGTON, 
| (UPI) — The United States 
charged today that a Soviet 
fishing trawler was acting 
either wilfully or negligently 
| when it broke American-owned 
_trans-Atlantic cables off New- 
foundland in February. This 
country demanded that Russia 
punish those responsible. 

A note to Moscow said the 
United States “reserves the 
right to make such claims for 
damages as may be found to 
be warranted.” 

The United States note re- 
jected a Russian protest of 
March 4 which asserted the 
United States was guilty of a 
“provocative” action because 
an American naval vessel 
boarded the trawler Novoros- 
sisk to investigate cable breaks 
in the area. 

The State Department laid 
out its detailed case against 
the trawler in a 1500-word note 
covering the period from Feb. 
21 through 25 when the breaks 
occurred..

HAVING EARLIER 
MEETING SET UP 
TALKS IS VICTORY 
FOR MACMILLAN 


President, in Three- 
Step Offer, Protects 
Stand That Progress 
Must Precede Top- 
Level Conference,

WASHINGTON, March 23 
(AP) — President Eisenhower 
and British Prime Ministe 
Macmillan have propose c shal 
the Western allies adopt a 
three-point approach to a sum- 
mit conference with Soviet 
Premier Khrushchey this sum- 
mer. 


It was learned today that 
this was the compromise for- 
mula agreed on in talks be- 
tween the two Western lead- 
ers at Camp David, Md., Satur- 
day. Now under discussion by 
West German Chancellor 
Adenauer and French Presi- 
| dent Charles de Gaulle, it rep- 
resents a compromise between 
Macmillan’s urgent desire to 
meet with Khrushchev uncon- 
ditionally and Mr. Eisenhower's 
|reluctance to meet without 
| promise of achievement. 

Summary of Proposal. 

The three points are these: 

1. The big four powers— 
the United States, Britain 
France and Russia—should 
Open a foreign ministers’ 
meeting at Geneva May 11; 
Khrushchev has already sub- 
stantially agreed to this. The 
foreign ministers should 
reach agreements on the 
widest possible range of Ger- 
man and related problems, 
try to narrow Soviet-West 
differences and prepare pro- 
posals for a later summit 
conference. 

2. The heads of govern- 
ment should hold their meet- 
ing when justified by the 
work of the foreign min- 
isters.

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State Hunt for Taxes 


From state capital after state capital over 
the country comes the same discordant re- 
frain. Here are the words to its high-pitched 
notes: Costs of state government are going 
higher and higher; if services are to be main- 
tained, new taxes must be accepted. 


The situation in New York state, where 
Gov. Rockefeller has just emerged triumphant 
after a budget-taxes battle with the Legisla- 
ture, has received widespread attention. This 
is because New York, the most populous 
state in the Union, is led by the newest major 
political figure, a possible Republican con- 
tender in the 1960 presidential race. 


Gov. Rockefeller’s mastery of the situation 
was remarkable. He presented a soaring two- 
billion-dollar budget and called for some 
$277,000,000 in new taxes to make income 
balance outgo. To render the tax system more 
effective he proposed lowering the exemp- 
tions and collections through withholding. The 
Democrats went on television in opposition. A 
large number of Republicans openly revolted. 
And the Governor was booed in public. 


But Nelson Rockefeller won out in a spec- 
tacular victory. A few accommodations were 
made in the details but essentially the pro- 
gram wes little touched. He took his case to 
the people, told them he was calling for new 
taxes and in the end got the votes. 

. + * 


It remains to be seen how many Governors 
will be able to match Gov. Rockefeller’s suc- 
cess, but his problem is, to a large extent, the 
problem of his fellow state executives. In 28 
of the 43 states which have Legislatures meet- 
ing this year, tax rises have been recommend- 
ed by the Governors. Gov. Rockefeller is only 
one of nine Governors who have asked for 
hisher state income taxes. 

In Massechusetts Gov. Furcolo has called 
for the initiation of a sales tex, while in five 
states — Arizona, Pennsylvania, Washington, 
Maine ard South Carolina—proposals have 
been made either for increasing sales tax 
rates or brozdening the tax to additional 
items. 

As many states compete with Washington 
for income tax dollars so are the state cap- 
itals rivals of the national capital in the race 
for money from the use of gasoline. Missouri is 
only one of a dozen or more states which has 
a gasoline tax rise in process. Others include 
Arizona, Massachusetts, Minnesota, Montana, 
New Mexico, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Vir- 
ginia and Washington. Tobacco and liquor 
tax rises are sought in many states. 

Behind these tax requests are many real 
needs that will not be turned aside. In Michi- 
g°-n some legisl*tors are talking about a pos- 
sible “coll-nse dey” in April and others are 


.proposing the use of scrip to meet what may 


otherwise be p.iyless peydays for state 
emnloves. Yet who can s2y that the Michigan 
St*te He-Ith Commissioner is not justified in 
scekirs $400.0C0 fer vaccine in the wake of 
Detroit’s serious polio epidemic last year?

Even more striking than Republican Gov. 
Rockefeller’s program is that of Democratic 
Gov. Brown of California. This 1960 “favorite 
son” is behind a record-breaking $2,188,377,- 
000 budget which he would balance with more 
than a quarter-billion dollars in new taxes 
levied on everything from beer, cigarettes and 
horse races to banks, oil producers and cor- 
porations. Disclaiming both “platitudes and 
panaceas,” the conqueror of William F. Know- 
land says the program contains neither “fancy 
schemes or money miracles.” 

New Gov. DiSalle says Ohio is “flat broke,” 
a consequence of snending more each year 
for 11 years than his state took in. But he 
says he believes that if Ohioans understand 
“the products they are buying in the form of 
highways, schools, universities, aid to the 
handicapped and unfortunate” they will ac- 


' cept the taxes which these services require. 


So it goes from Augusta to Sacramento. The 
Governors are being tested this year as never 
before while new communities spring up and 
old ones change and schools bulge and serv- 
ices, till recently unheard of, win their places 
in the ever thicker budget books. One thing 
is sure: there is no turning back. The Ameri- 
can people will educate their children and 
somehow they will see to it that the other de- 
mands are met. They have always done so. 


Castro As a Visitor 


A protest has arisen because the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors has invited 
Cuba’s revolutionist Prime Minister, Fidel Cas- 
tro, to appear on the program when it holds 
its annual meeting next month in Washing- 
ton. One member has said that the invitation 
is an “insult” to some of his fellow members. 
The president of the A.S.N.E., George W. 
Healy Jr. of the New Orleans Times Picayune, 
has provided the right answer. He says the 
purpose is to enable editors in the United 
States to meet first hand, to hear and to talk 
with the man who brought about the. end of 
the Batista regime. This does not imply either 
approval or disapproval. But it ought to en- 
able the American press to estimate the more 
accurately the new leader of a neighboring 
country with whom the United States inevi- 
tably must deal and, let us hope, on friendly, 
understanding terms. 


Scrub Is Not a Forest 


A hundred forest fires were burning in the 
Lake of the Ozarks area over the weekend, 
according to the State Forest Service. Nu- 
merous fires were reported earlier elsewhere 
in the Ozark highland. Fire-fighters eventu- 
ally will get the upper hand. Probably no 
lives will be lost. And the summer houses 
and cabins consumed by the flames can be re- 
placed. But how their surroundings will be 
changed—even after the grass, the wildflow- 
ers and the quick-growing sassafrass begin 
their healing work. Scrub is not a forest. 

It is a never-ending wonder that Missouri- 
ans can be so heedless of one of their. most 
precious resources, their already sadly de- 
pleted timber stands. It was tragic when the 
worse-than-locusts, cut-and-move-on lumbering 
crews descended on the hill country before 
and after the turn of this century. But at 
least they put the felled trees to some good 
use. Why burn what has replaced those trees 
and what virgin stands are left? 

Lightning and even the carelessly thrown 
cigarette do not start nearly so many of these 
fires as do the hill-farmers themselves. Too 
many of them stubbornly cling to the utterly 
false notion that burning-over is good for 
their land. They hardly seem to care when 
fire spreads from fields to woods. And some 
of the resort trash-burners are almost as bad. 
They do not seem to realize that the soil is lost 
after the trees are lost, that the water is lost 


after the soil is lost. They do not seem to 
care about the animals and the birds, or about 
the fish of the mountain streams. Sometimes 
it seems that they look forward to living on a 
Government check in a distressed area. 


One of the mogt ironic sights we ever be- 
held was a man-set forest fire burning up the 
road from the State Forestry Station near 
Salem. On one side of the road men were 
caring for rows of seedlings so that some day 
they would be trees. On the other side, trees 
were being sacrificed to ignorance and indif- 
ference. The worst threat to the Ozarks is the 
man with a torch. 


The Nuclear Challenge 


Undisputed evidence that poisonous radio- 
active fallouf is raining on the earth faster 
and in more deadly form than had been 
thought should lend a special sense of ur- 
gency to the talks between Prime Minister 
Macmillan and President Eisenhower. 

On Mr. Macmillan’s part, it does. On Mr. 
Eisenhower’s, does it? 

Nuclear test suspension talks at Geneva, 
nearing the end of the fifth month, stand 
on the brink of failure. Only some move of 
statesmanlike stature can save them. The 
British Prime Minister believes such a move 
would be acceptance of a suspension agree- 
ment which, though embodying a less fool- 
proof detection system than we would like, 
and therefore involving risk, would neverthe- 
less mark a beginning. The alternative is 
acceptance of failure. ° 

President Eisenhower, who has been neg- 
ative-to-lukewarm on test suspension all along, 
shows little inclination to agree with the 
British view. His Defense Department is 
against it. The Atomic Energy Commission 
is against it. Yet what alternative confronts 
the world which does not involve some risk? 


If tests are suspended, the risk is a prob- 
lematical attack by the Soviet Union in which 
this country would be at a disadvantage. 


If tests go on, the risk is a certain and in- 
calculable damage to the human race from 
strontium-90 fallout producing leukemia, bone 
cancer, and genetic monstrosities. 

The Defense Department’s own conclusion, 
based on its own study, is that poisonous ra- 
dioactive fallout is bombarding the earth at 
two to four times the rate formerly expected, 
that the fallout consequently is more deadly 
than anticipated because it has had less time 
to cool off in the stratosphere, and that its 
concentration is greater in the United States 
than in any other part of the globe. 

Under these circumstances, do not the 
soothing reassurances of the proponents of 
continued nuclear testing become apparent as 
the empty promises they are? 

No one is in a position to give anyone re- 
assurances about radioactive fallout from nu- 
clear explosions. For no one really knows 
how much lethal atomic filth already hovers 
in the stratosphere, at what rate it will de- 
scend to earth, where it will fall, or how 
much damage it will do. The givers of re- 
assurances are themselves as helpless as any- 
one. 

If nuclear radiation plays havoc with man- 
kind, it will make little difference, in even- 
tual outcome, whether the bombs were ex- 
ploded in war or peace. Making the earth 
unfit for human habitation, by our allies and 
ourselves as well as our_potential enemies, is 
itself a kind of war—a strange, inverted, 
death-wish kind of war, but nevertheless war, 
directed against the very globe we stand on. 

These are problems awesome in scope and 
without precedent in history. May the Amer- 
ican Government respond to them, as it has 
not thus fer done, in a manner consonant with 
their challenge. 


Equity in Insurance Taxes 


The taxation of life insurance companies 
has fueled a legal and economic wrangle for 
years. So it is not surprising that the wrangle 
should be continuing over the bill passed by 
the House last month setting up a permanent 
new formula for such taxes. 

Mutual insurance companies contend that 
the House bill discriminates against them. 
The application of the new formula, they 
argue, would result in mutual companies pay- 
ing 72 per cent of the industry’s taxes al- 
though they have only 63 per cent of the life 
insurance in force. 

We trust that the Senate in reviewing the 
bill will take this claim into consideration and 
do its best to apply the new formula with 
even-handed justice. It also seems manifestly 
unfair to apply the new legislation starting 
with 1958 income rather than with 1959. The 
insurance companies’ books have been closed 
for 1958. Their dividend calculations and tax 
reserve estimates for that year cannot be done 
over again. Surely it is not equitable to apply 
a retroactive tax to 1958 which may turn out 
to be considerably larger than the tax a com- 
pany could have reasonably anticipated under 
previous legislation. 


A Plaza and a Building 


With the Government having accepted a de- 
sign for a handsome new Federal Office Build- 
ing at Fifteenth and Market streets, that pro)- 
ect has advanced to the stage where it soon 
may be an imposing reality. Its very exist- 
ence should trigger other changes in the 
downtown scene. 

Above all, there will be a chance to make 
constructive use of the block bounded by 
Eighth, Olive, Ninth and Locust streets, on 
which sits that massive fort, the Old Post Of- 
fice. The ground is considered to be the 
second most valuable block in the downtown 
district. It is occupied by a structure that 
neither pays taxes nor adds much in esthetic 
or historical values to the area. Once the new 
Federal Office Building is open, federal ten- 
ants could be moved to it from the Old Post 
Office and the latter structure sold as surplus. 


There have been suggestions that the site 
ought then to be cleared and kept open as a 
plaza. Certainly part of it should be used to 
create imaginatively developed open space. 
But with careful planning another part might 
be devoted to tax-producing, job-producing 
uses. We are attracted to the idea, now being 
studied by some planners, of a tall, thin office 
building occupying not more than a third of 
the block, with the remaining two-thirds de- 
voted to a plaza. 

The City Plan Commission currently is 
working on a master plan for downtown. Be- 
fore any proposal is adopted by the Commis- 
sion a public hearing will be held, and that 
will provide a forum for airing all views on 
the ultimate future of this particular real es- 
tate. Whatever the decision, the chances are 
that big changes are in the air for Eighth 
and Olive.

Schools for Everything? 


Too Much That Is Not Education’s Business Has Been Loaded on the Teacher

There are signs today that the 
school has become society’s dump- 
ing ground, that the public school 
system has become a vast refuse 
heap for any and every unwanted 
service or task that other social or 
government institutions and agencies 
find too tough to handle. 

Can we expect to go on and on in 
this ever-expanding program, one in 
which public educators attempt to 
do all things for all people and do 

them well? Can 
: we do everything 
The Mirror for everybody? 
The first half of 
of the twentieth cen- 
tury has seen an 
almost complete 
metamorphosis of 
the institution 
which we call the 
public school. The grammar school 
of 1900, which has now become the 
elementary school, offered as its 
curriculum reading, writing, spelling, 
grammar, and numbers, and a few 
very adventurous souls were teach- 
ing some history and geography. The 
typical high school curriculum con- 
sisted of more mathematics, history, 
a concentrated study of the English 
language and its literature, and, of 
course, Latin. Some of the more 
daring secondary schools were per- 
mitting the teaching of German and 
French. 

Now, to be sure, I have no inten- 
tion of recommending that we go 
back to 1900. I do say that it is time 
for us to take stock. It is time to 
look at what we have done to our 
schools.

plumbing, or sheet-metal work, or 
electricity, or typing, or bookkeeping, 
or any one of a hundred other things. 
You do it.” 

A task even more difficult than 
any of these is being slowly pushed 
onto the school: correcting emotional 
and social shortcomings of children. 
Many schools today are including on 
their staffs dental hygienists who in 
fact are therapists, social welfare 
workers who are im fact social thera- 
pists, psychologists and psychiatrists 
who are in fact mental therapists, 


soon as they arrive at the school 
building you undress them and sub- 
ject them to an hour of so-called 
physical education whether they need 
it or not. Then at the end of the day 
you load them on the bus again and 
haul them home. This costs a hell of 
a lot of money. 

Particularly stupid is compulsory 
physical education for girls. Few 
parents are rearing their daughters 
to be lady wrestlers, or muscle gals 
with bumps on the backs of their 
legs and other places where girls 
shouldn't have bumps. Back in our 
day girls managed to develop with- 
out compulsory physical education,

and even medical doctors to help not 
in the physical education of children 
but in the therapy which might lead 
to the correction of physical de- 
ficiencies. 

We of the profession of education 
have had a strong tendency to wel- 
come with open arms any and every 
new task offered us. But I believe 
a time of reckoning is at hand. 

Changes are coming in the schools. 
There can be no doubt of this. I 
can name some of them for you. We 
are going to group children more 
and more for instruction. Curricu- 
lums are going to include more aca- 
demic subject matter. The school 
year is going to be longer. We are 
going to eliminate some things from 
the curriculum, and federal aid to 
education will doubtless become a 
pattern. 

If I were to poll the adult popula- 
tion of my school district to get the 
reaction to the question, “What do 
you think of the oversized, over- 
powered, high-styled, chrome-plated 
1959 products of the automotive in- 
dustry?” there is no doubt that I 
would get an overwhelming response 
favoring less flashy, more conserva- 
tive, less expensive cars. And. yet 75 
per cent or more of the people buy 
the biggest, most powerful, most 
glittering automobile. Is their evalua- 
tion of education in the same vein? 
Do they give lip service to one kind 
of education but really want another? 


Let’s all look at our school system 
and identify for ourselves, for our 
administrators, for our board of edu- 
cation, and for the community the 
spots where we duplicate services 
which are or should be offered by 
other agencies. 

The schools should set goals that 
are attainable and should not over- 
commit their ability to serve.

Instead, he said, | 
they have retained western | 
cars, paying $2.75 a day rent on 
earning capacity of $15. 

“Shippers and related inter- 
ests in the Midwest, the Pacific 
Northwest and particularly in | 
western Oregon have suffered 
seriously because of the boxcar 
shortage thus created in these 
areas.” 

Under his bill, Norblad said, 
railroads without enough cars 
to meet their own needs could 
be assessed “materially in- 
creased rental charges” for 
each day they held a car be- 
longing to another railroad.

Flemming cautioned, however, 
that in some states where pub- 
lic schools have been closed as 
a result of integration efforts, 
“more emphasis” will have to 
be put on private schools than | 
has been true in the past.’

In this connection, he urged 
that colleges and universities 
work out arrangements that 
will make it possible for the

| time. However, he said he was 
| opposed to lowering educational 
| standards to accommodate stu- 
| dents whose education had 
| been interrupted. 

Flemming.urged repeal of a 
controversial requirement that 
students seeking loans under 
the Defense Education Act of 
1958 sign a non-Communist af- 
fidavit and take an oath of 
allegiance. The “loyalty oath,’ 
which has been criticized by a 
number of colleges, is unnec- 
essary, he said. 

He was critical, however, of 
the stand taken by some uni- 
versities who have refused to 
accept funds under the pro- 
gram.

BURBANK, Calif., March 23

As described in a statement 
by C. F. Byrum, Genera] Elec- 
tric’s F-104 project manager, 
the armament control system 
works this way:

When the arrowhead is be- 
tweeh 6 and 9 o'clock, a firing 
symbol F appears inside the 
image circle. The pilot khows 
then that he is in position to 
press the firing button. 

The arrowhead ahd firing | 
symbol F disappear at the 6) 
o'clock position. This tells the 
pilot he has reached the mini- 
mum range to the target. 

When ‘the pilot reaches the 
point where he must break 
away to avoid colliding with 
the target, a computer starts a 
signal—a buzzing sound in the 
pilot’s earphones.

Not only is it a day of deep religious signifi- 
cance, but it is closely associated in our minds with all 
of the pleasures of the spring season. This means that 
the Easter table should be bright with the gay colors of 
springtime. 

Both the foods which are chosen for the Easter 
menu and the manner in which they are served should 
set this meal apart and make it special. 

Morning Easter egg hunts, church services and 
friendly visits make it a busy day in most homes; the 
smart homemaker will plan her dinner thoughtfully so 
that it can be served with a minimum of last-minute 
effort. 

This menu for an Easter buffet was chosen with all 
of these points in mind. Just consider the delicate pink, 
green and yellow tints of the foods, as colorful as a 
spring bouquet, and it is easy to visualize how attractive 
the table will look to your guests. On the practical side, 
the ham is pre-sliced for easy service; the jellied Easter 
eggs and the Daffodil Cake may be made in advance, at 
your convenience.

Spring Green is a new drink with which to welcome 
your guests. The name is taken from the fact that it 
is a delectable pale green, the color of the first leaves 
of spring. 

To make it, prepare one can (six ounces) frozen 
concentrated limeade. In a tall pitcher pour over ice 
cubes two cups of gin or vodka, one cup concentrated 
limeade and one teaspoon creme de menthe. Stir and 
serve in champagne goblets. 

For children or guests who may prefer a non- 
alcoholic toast, stir a few drops of green food coloring 
into remaining limeade. 

The jewel-colored jellied Easter eggs are fascinating 
to make, and the children will delight in helping to pre- 


pare them. 
Jellied Easter Eggs 

Twelve eggs. 

. Three cups hot water. 
Two packages fruit-flavored gelatin 
(lemon and lime, orange or apple). 

Candle, paraffin. 

Prepare fruit-flavored gelatin, using only one and 
one-half cups water per package. Chill until just be- 
ginning to thicken. 

Meanwhile, with a skewer or fork tine, puncture a 
small hole in narrow end of egg; turn and punture 
wider hole in broader end of egg. Hold egg over bowl, 
put lips to smaller hole and blow egg out of the shell 
into the bowl. Repeat with each egg, then wash shells 
with cold water. Blow all water out of shells. 

Light a candle and hold flame over the smaller hole 
of egg so that melting paraffin drips over it to seal the 
hole. Set aside to harden. 

When gelatin is chilled, pour into empty shell, using 
a small funnel or spoon. Set eggs upright in carton and 
place in refrigerator for three hours or longer, until gela- 
tin is well set. 

To remove, crack shells by rolling on table, peel 
gently, wetting hands to handle gelatin easily. Refrig- 
erate jellied eggs until serving time. Serve on nest of 
shredded raw carrots. i 


Some of the eggs blown from the shells may be 
used to make a delicately flavored custard for asparagus, 
an unusual dish to set on a buffet and one which com- 
plements the flavor of the ham,

Dole was born in Hawaii, 
the son of American mission- 
aries.

Kamehameha II was King then

the missionaries, adopted the 
Ten Commandments as basis 
for the islands’ laws. 

His successor, Kamehameha 
III, listened to a series of lec- 
tures. on government by the 
missionaries and issued a con- 
stitution in 1840, granting 
rights. to the people. In 1852 
he proclaimed universal suf- 
frage and a legislature was 
formed. 

In 1887, the United States 
Navy got exclusive rights to 
Pearl Harbor as’® naval base. 

Dole was a member of the 
legislature from 1884 to 1886, 
then served as judge of the

“These devices are getting 
to be more trouble than they’re 
worth. The more complex our 
possessions, the more likely 
they are to need repairs,” said 
Lippincott, board chairman of 
a firm which designs products 
for manufacturers of home and 
industrial items. Household 
articles have included air-con- 
ditioners, vacuum cleaners, 
hardware for obilinds and 
draperies ahd glasses. 


Because of his work, Lippin- 
cott is aware of gripes about 
new devices. And complaints 
are mounting, he said. 

There are vacuum cleaner 
wands which wear at the joints 
so that extensions won't stay 
together. Some manufacturers 
have remedied this, but others 
still neglect to do so, Lippin- 
cott pointed out.

John Crosby 
Bob Cummings’s 


F ountain of Youth 


NEW YORK, March 23. 

BOB CUMMINGS is a remarkable and perhaps fright- 
ening fellow. He has been in show business since roughly 
the dawn of civilization; yet he looks like a young fellow 
fresh out of college whose chief interest is girls. In fact he 
plays such a fellow with 
great bounce, charm and 
conviction on the Bob 
Cummings show which is 
beginning to cover the 
globe. 

At coffee he reported 
gleefully that the series 
is now in Australia, Japan, 
Hong Kong, Cyprus and 
places like that. It’s also 
on the Armed Forces Net- 
work where foreigners of 
many extractions bootleg 
it by monkeying with their 
dials. 

“In Spain they sell little 
gadgets that will fix the 
set so Spaniards can look 
at the show. I’ve got let- 
ters from Turkey and 
Greece and from behind 
the iron curtain. Mostly 
they love Grandpa. (Be- 
side playing a dewy youth, Cummings plays his own grand- 
pa conceivably as penance for looking so eternally youth- 
ful.) They love him.” 


BOB CUMMINGS 


How do they manage to get the joke, if there 
are no subtitles, I asked. “Well, girls are girls, any- 
where,” said Cummings. “It’s a subject that doesn’t 
require explanation.” 


Cummings, who was born in Joplin, Mo., may be doing 
vast damage to our public relations abroad, as a matter of 
fact. American men the world over are known as a nation 
of boys who are singularly reluctant to grow up. The per- 
petual spring of Robert Cummings can only intrench this 
idea further. How the devil—I use the word advisedly 
because I thought he might have sold his soul to him—did 
he stay so bloody young? 

“Proper nutrition,” declared Cummings heartily. Cum- 
n.:-.& § father was a doctor who has a bug (though that’s 
not the word Cummings or his father used) on the subject 
of nutrition. For the better part of his life, Dr. Cummings 
worked to improve people’s diet and Cummings had diet 
drilled into him from an early age. “My father used to say 
‘You are what you eat.’ It isn’t your fault if you don’t 
fee] well. It’s your ignorance about diet.” 

No one is more surprised than Cummings that his show, 
which has never been classified as great art, is still going 
strong after five years. (KSD-TV, 8:30 p.m. Tuesdays.) 

“I started out as a dramatic actor and got into comedy 
very much by accident. They asked me if I’d like to do an 
anthology. But in an anthology you have to keep changing 
your makeup. In my show I don’t wear makeup. Also in an 
anthology you have to keep waiting for those scripts to 
come in—and if they don’t come in, you don’t eat.” 

The situation comedies are all an essentially one-joke 
operation. That is, there is a basic gag that is worked and 
reworked in all of them, and Cummings’ show is no excep- 
tion. To me, it’s inconceivable that anyone could watch 
these things week after week without the joke getting 
awfully stale. Does his show have a loyal audience? 

“Sure. In my own little world, everybody I meet tells 
me the plots of my shows, even when I've forgotten them. 
Or they write to say which are their favorite plots. That 
isn’t just being nice—they can’t fake that. The sponsor 
told me we had family acceptance and I thought those were 
just words. But when we moved to a later time we got 
snowed under with protests from kids who couldn’t watch 
it any longer.” 

Though his public image is that of the perpetually 
smiling, wise-cracking juvenile, Cummings is a serious actor 
and a good one. He did a fine job in ‘“Bomber’s Moon” 
as a bomber pilot who was a coward. “I like to do ‘Play- 
house 90’ when there’s a good part. It’s like doing a full- 
length movie in one take. A lot of actors can’t do it. I guess 
an actor likes to do things to prove and reprove himself. 


“Live television is like a football game. You 
put the ball under your arm and run for all you’re 
worth. I remember when we did ‘Twelve Angry 
Men,’ a whole set fell down and there was an awful 
racket. But the sound man saw it coming and shut 
off the sound—and the cameras were faced in 
another direction so they missed it. The audience 
knew nothing about it but the actors were so 
stunned they forgot their lines. Then Eddie Arnold 
picked up a line and we came back to life. 


“Oh, it’s a great life—acting. But I wouldn’t have any 
other. I’m a completely contented actor.” 
Perhaps that’s why he looks so young.

UNBRIDLED admirers of Al 
Capp, the only man to make a 
million dollars in Dogpatch, 
have compared the cartoonist 
to Laurence Sterne, Moliere, 
Mark Twain and other great 
satirists, with the implication 
that in a pen-to-pen contest 
they’d ride with their boy 
Capp.

Capp and his sense of 
humor, a piece of heavy sand- 
paper with a velvet backing, 
were in St. Louis the other 
day during one of the master’s 
sallies as an itinerant icono- 
clast. Every: six months or so 
Capp leaves his home in Cam- 
bridge, Mass., and sets out to 
improve the world within two 
weeks.

He is a painless do-gooder. 
He does good and keeps quiet 
about it. He came to St. Louis 
partly because Dr. David Mc-

Capp is national volunteer 
chairman of the Sister Kenny 
Foundation. Capp said he also 
came to St. Louis because he 
wanted to, a solid reason.

At this session Raymond M. Hilliard, director of the 
said, “Juve- 
nile delinquency, unemployment and rising relief costs are 
among the most pressing and depressing problems today.” 
Prof. Charles Shireman of the University of Chicago School 
of Social Service Administration said that he had “com- 
puted the cost to the public of a juvenile delinquent to be 
$25,000.” 

Juvenile delinquency, it seems to me, could be greatly 
ecombatted by the establishment of something similar to our 
Civilian Conservation Corps camps of the depression days. 
If you look at the results of the work done in depression 
years by the CCC camps you will soon find out that it in- 
creased enormously the value of the land through soil con- 
servation, forestry work, and the building of many neces- 
sary improvements in small towns and villages which they 
could not afford to do without the type of labor furnished 
by what has now been suggested as a “Youth Conservation 
Corps.” 


.One of the principal benefits of the CCC 
camps was that our young people learned about 
their own country. Boys from the slums of the big 
cities found themselves looking at the mountains 
in Glacier Park, for instance, and though they fre- 
quently did not understand what the mere sight 
was for them it was a tremendously emotional ex- 
perience. 


The size and importance of their country, its many 
resources, its great variety of attraction and natural phe- 
nomena suddenly changed their whole concept of the world 
in which they live and which belonged to them. 

This might well be the salvation of many a juvenile 
delinquent who has never before sensed the greatness of 
his country. Not to be behind bars, but to be a part of the 
whole United States in itself might well be a factor in the 
rehabilitation of a young man. 


As far as juvenile delinquency goes, there can be no 
question that rehabilitation is far more important than any 
kind of punishment. Robert Rosenbluth, assistant director 
of Cook County Department of Welfare, knows this full 
well, for most of his life has been spent in an effort to 
rehabilitate youngsters who at some point in their lives 
have gone wrong. 


So, those of us who are interested in the 
youth of America should, I think, study carefully 
today the establishment of a Youth Conservation 
Corps. It seems to me it would be far cheaper 
than adding to the bricks and mortar that would 
make new prisons and reformatories. 


I HAVE HAD a few letters from people who fee! that 
I belittled the value of the smal] farm in America in some- 
thing I wrote recently. 

One farm wife writes: “Farming is not just a money- 
making measure. It is a clean, good way of life, but with 
all its risks and insecurity the farmer should be compen- 
sated more for his efforts.” 

This is true. Too little compensation goes to the small 
farmer, and too much to the middle man, I was not ques- 
tioning the value of the small, independent, one-family 
farm. I was suggesting that perhaps today to be able to 
compete in the national market there would have to be 
more organization and work on a co-operative basis. There 
must be more co-operative buying and selling, more co- 
operative use of machinery, otherwise the competition of 
the large, commercial farming interests is practically im- 
possible to meet. 

I want to see the people, who enjoy this way of life, 
stay on the farm and fee! rewarded in every way. But I 
think we need to give our whole farming problem some 
new thinking, and I would be glad of a truly imaginative, 
world-minded Secretary of Agriculture.
